BIKING WHILE FEMALE 


BEING A WOMAN is so cool: If you’re not 
getting paid less for doing the same work 
or getting passed over for promotions in 
favor of less experienced men, at least you’re 
also getting less respect from drivers while 
you bike to the office! A report from the U 
of M and Hennepin County published last 
week found a clear gender disparity in the 
way cars pass male and female cyclists—a 
data point they weren’t even looking for. 
In the 2,949 passing events on bike paths 
and roads studied, 73 percent of encroach- 
ing incidents occurred with women on 
bikes, making them 3.8 times more likely 
to experience encroachment. (Minnesota 
law requires drivers to give cyclists at least 
36 inches of space.) “The evidence is clear,” 
their report states. “Cyclists, particularly 
women, face risks.”

DRIVER ERROR 

Driver in north Minneapolis bus shelter crash 
contradicted by surveillance video 


E arlier this month, everyday 
bustle in north Minneapolis 
came to a screeching stop after 
a van plowed into a bus shel¬ 
ter on Broadway and Lyndale. 
The impact left the shelter a twisted husk 
and injured six people—several of them 
critically. 

Metro Transit Police got on the scene 
quickly, and spokesperson Howie Padilla 
summarized the events leading up to the 
crash. The van had been driving south 
when it pinged a mirror of a Metro Transit 
bus parked on Lyndale. Then it backed 
up, hit the mirror a second time, and 
veered right. 

‘The van then, for whatever reason... 
smashed into the shelter,” Padilla said. 

There were murmurs in the gather¬ 
ing crowd—captured in the moment on 
several cellphone videos taken by wit¬ 
nesses—about the nature of the crash. 


There were rumblings of it being not only 
intentional, but a “hate crime.” The people 
who had been in the bus shelter when it 
got hit were predominantly black, and 
the driver was white. 

Said driver turned out to be an 83-year- 
old man from Champlin named George 
Jensen. Police took him in after the crash, 
but he was released that same afternoon 
“pending further investigation.” The Star 
Tribune later reported that police hadn’t 
performed a field sobriety test or charged 
him with an3Thing. 

“The driver gave investigators no indi¬ 
cation that this was an intentional act,” 
Padilla told the Tribune. 

But that wasn’t a satisfying answer for 
some residents of the North Side. At a 
news conference held later that week, 
members of Racial Justice Network and 
Black Lives Matter Twin Cities called on 
police to “do their job” and “get justice

for the six people who got hit,” according 
to the Tribune. 

Jensen’s lawyer maintained the crash 
was an accident. 

Now a Metro Transit police investigator 
is claiming surveillance contradicts what 
Jensen says happened. According to the 
Tribune, investigator Paul Buzicky says 
Jensen claimed he mistook the accelerator 
for the brake, which caused the crash. 

But in a search warrant affidavit filed 
this week, Buzicky said video showed the 
van traveling west at “a very slow rate 


of speed” with its brake lights on before 
suddenly zipping ahead and careening 
toward the shelter, seemingly indicating 
Jensen had had his foot on the brake in 
the first place. Buzicky wrote that Jensen 
appeared to be piloting his 2002 Ford in 
a “grossly negligent manner.” 

It’s not on Metro Transit any longer to 
decide whether Jensen will be charged. 
Last Friday, police turned over the investi¬ 
gation to the Hennepin County Attorney’s 
Office, which will hand that decision down 
once it reaches a verdict, -hannah jones

Hooligan 

racing 

is the best sport 
no one’s heard of 
at the X Games

C overed head-to-toe in a layer 

of dust that felt an inch thick, 
staring into an apocalyptic 
haze accentuated by the set¬ 
ting sun, I went significantly 
more deaf one evening mid- 
July while falling in love with the best sport at the 
X Games you’ve probably never heard of: hooligan 
racing. 

‘When you talk about racing a motorcycle in a 
circle, people are like, ‘Oh, that sounds dumb,’ and 
you’re like, ‘Okay, totally fair.’” Mind you, local boy 
Dan Jacobson is describing something he’s among 
the world’s best at, having competed in hooligan 
twice already at the X Games. 

Not long ago, this sport didn’t exist. Now races 
are sponsored by Harley-Davidson. Yet Jacobson 
gets where people are coming from when they can’t 
understand his sport of choice’s appeal—especially 
if they’ve never seen it first-hand. 

I spent the race holding my breath as brave com¬ 
petitors ripped their throttles at the starting line of 
a dirt track and then thundered into a deeply rutted 
corner far too fast. Riders stuck their boots out to 
prevent high siding and jostled elbow-to-elbow, 
fighting for little more than glory, points in a series, 
and a checkered flag. Toward the finish, one bowl¬ 
ing ball of a dude dressed in an Evel Knievel suit 
came barreling in hot, pushing for the finish, as a 
country boy’s voice rose an octave over the Winona 
County Fair’s PA. 

Roland Sands, the quasi-godfather figure of mod¬ 
ern hooligan racing, was once quoted saying, “It’s 
frightening and it takes balls, but there’s a lot of sat¬ 
isfaction and it makes beer taste really good. That’s 
how you feel after surviving hooligan.” It only takes 
witnessing it once to get what he meant. I was as 
hooked as I was filthy... and thirsty. 

In other forms of flat track motorcycle racing the 
riders are like jockeys, but hooligan is populated by 
a held of Donkey Kongs or autumn-drunk bumble

so CBD isolate products have the highest amount of pure CBD. Often, CBD 
in isolates is at a level of 99 percent or higher. 

There’s also full-spectrum CBD, which includes trace levels of THC — the 
active ingredient in marijuana — at around 0.3 percent or lower. 

Mixing different types of cannabinoids tend to better activate the body’s 
endocannabinoid system, or ECS, which is a phenomenon called the 
entourage effect.

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bees, not Toads or hornets. The rules are 
minimal. Front brakes must be removed, 
as should all glass and excess parts. Other 
than that, it’s pretty much have fun and 
respect each other. 

The credo is basically “run what you 
brung,” meaning compete with what you 
rode there. It’s street bikes or bust—those 
thunderous big boys, 750cc’s or larger, 
with a stock frame and dirt track tires—not 
excessively expensive tricked-out steeds 
with modified chassis. There’s a pay-to- 
play hierarchy in fiat track, where invest¬ 
ing hundreds of thousands to customize 
your machine is necessary just to see if 
you’ve got what it takes to compete. But 
hooligan’s relatively cheap stock bikes 
are an equalizing factor among riders. 

ESPN’s X Games debuted the competi¬ 
tion as an unmedaled event in 2017, and 
its popularity has risen astronomically 
since. Part of its charm is how incredibly 
barebones it is. Riders like Jacobson often 
have fiat track pedigrees, but not always. 

“It’s probably one of the most diverse 
crowds that there is in racing right now. 
When you get to the pro level, everybody’s 
kinda.... It’s more like the rich kids and the 
jocks,” he explains. “Whereas hooligan 
can be those guys, but it’s also the rough 
guys who build bikes in their garages, 
who have an extra sense of rebellion and 
punk rock.” 


He sees himself as fioating somewhere 
in the middle of it all: a former pro in many 
different moto fields who got his start 
skateboarding and hung up his helmet 
to join the Carpenters’ Union and build 
scaffolds around the country. He helped 
erect U.S. Bank Stadium before competing 
inside. Now he races for the fun of it on 
bikes that suit him best, in a class where 


prize money is more equally adminis¬ 
tered—which has the effect of boosting 
camaraderie across the board, rather than 
encouraging bloodthirstiness. 

“It’s cool when you get out there with 
a bunch of different people from all over 
the place. Some of [these guys] are going to 
school at MIT and stuff I’ve never under¬ 
stood that. We get these crazy-smart kids 


and I’m like, Tf you’re so smart, what are 
you doing here?’ The risk is high!” 

Hailing from Northern California are 
father and son duo Frank and Frankie 
Garcia, age 59 and 28 respectively. Their 
opposite approaches to the sport represent 
exactly what Jacobson is talking about. 

In 2017, Ducati approached Frankie 
asking if he’d build a hooligan bike. He’d 
had no intention of racing it... until he did. 
“There was one race left toward the end 
of the series, and I was free to do it, the 
bike was done, so I raced it. I ended up 
winning that race, and since then, Ducati 
kind of stepped up.” He’s been a hooligan 
pro ever since. 

Then we have Frank Sr. The 2019 X 
Games qualifier was his first hooligan race 
ever. He not only beat Frankie, he did it 
on a bike he’d assembled in his garage the 
week prior, mostly using spare parts he 
had lying around. “It was right there, so I 
started putting it together. I just wanted 
to race it, and the X Games qualifier was 
the first race nearby,” laughs Frank Sr. 
“And this is what happened.” 

This year’s hooligan race brings an 
entirely different component for the 
younger Garcia. “This will be my third time 
at X Games,”says Frankie, “but what makes 
it even cooler is my dad was the one who 
taught me and showed me everything, and 
this time, I’m not only going to X Games,

but my dad’s coming with me. And not to 
be my mechanic, or to tell me I’m going 
slow here or I’m doing this good or that 
bad, he’s coming and I’ve got to try to beat 
him.” The Franks will battle it out live, 
trackside, August 4. 

Part of the huge appeal of hooligan is 
this air of achievability—as Frankie put 
it, an average Joe on the couch can’t race 
motocross or suddenly become Valentino 
Rossi, “but they can be hooligan racers! All 
you’ve gotta do is build a bike and show 
up to the races!” Now that the sport of 
hooligan is growing so fast, though, it’s 
the show-up-to-the-races part that gets 
sticky for Midwest riders like Jacobson, 
especially when it comes to huge events 
like the X Games. 

Jacobson plays with some of the best 
in the world. “Me and my teammate Nick 


[Mataya] won the first three rounds of this 
other series. I mean, the guy who won the 
X Games last year was in it—Nick beat 
him three times in a row.” 

But you won’t find Jacobson repping 
Minnesota in a third X Games running. 
“The only X Games qualifier they had for 
hooligan was in Industry Hills, California 
[Los Angeles]. Itwas onaFriday. So I would 
have had to take more or less a week off 
work. A lot of guys who got to go do that 
had dealership backing.” 

If you have to travel to the West Coast 
to prove yourself, then it leaves out the 
middle of the U.S., where hooligan is 
thriving. Jacobson says he and Mataya 
did their best to compete on the world’s 
biggest hooligan stage. “We actually sent 
our resumes out, and had a lot of sit-down 
meetings with just about every Harley

dealership in [Minnesota] to try to get out 
there this year. We figured we had chips to 
bargain with, but we couldn’t get anybody 
to step up and help us out.” 

Though there’ll be no hometown heroes 
in this year’s X Games, there are tons of 
good competitors to root for, and Jacobson 
isn’t going anywhere: “I had probably three, 
four people who were like, Tf this happens 
again next year, you call me, because I’ll 
take money out of my savings account to 
send you guys there.’” 


FrankSr. leaves me with a great reminder 
that apart from the competition itself and 
the individuals involved, we’ve been handed 
a special moment to enjoy. “We’re in a 
pinnacle,” he says. Hooligan itself remains 
bigger than the X Games, and worth root¬ 
ing for. This is its prime season, and it 
remains the best, filthiest, most egalitarian 
competition on two wheels, with races 
held nearby in the coming months. 

All you have to do is show up and 
watch. 03

From world-class 10-year-olds 
to big-ass jumps to the “Michael 
Jordan of skateboarding.” here’s 
what to do when you’re not 
watching hooligan racing

his is the third con¬ 
secutive year the X 
Games have come 
to Minneapolis, and 
maybe you think 
you’re an x-pert 
by now. Been there. 
Done that. Got the 
limited-edition skate deck. 

But the thing about extreme sports 
is that no two events are alike. “With 
action sports, you never know what’s 
gonna happen,” host Jack Mitrani says. 
Someone is always going for more air, or 
trying to complete a first-ever trick, or 
making history with a record-smashing 
number of medals. 

Plus, like... Wu-Tang Clan’s gonna 
be there. 

“From a fan’s perspective, there’s so 
much more than just the competition... 
it’s like Coachella meets a sporting 
event,” Mitrani says. (It ain’t just Wu- 


Tang—Diplo, Incubus, P.O.S, SWMRS, 
Chevy Metal, and the Blind Shake will all 
descend upon the Armory this weekend.) 
“For anybody who has a short attention 
span—X Games is it,” adds BMX rider 
Mykel Larrin. 

Here are five places to turn your 
attention when the games kick off this 
Thursday. 

1. THE YOUNG GUNS 

Remember what a big deal it was when 
Tony Hawk landed the first 900—among 
the most technically tough skateboarding 
tricks there is—at the X Games in 1999? 

Gui Khury landed a 900 at 8 years old. 

Now at the wizened old age of 10, the 
Brazilian boarder is competing in skate¬ 
board vert at his first X Games. And he’s 
not the only 10-year-old at the games this 
year; you can catch Cocona Hiraki tearing 
it up in women’s skateboard park. “These 
are the youngest kids to ever drop in at

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an X Games, and they’re not only young, 
they’re really good—they have a chance 
of medaling,” Mitrani says. 

Women’s park is also where you’ll get 
to see Misugu Okamoto. “If I had to put 
my money on it, I think this 13-year-old 
Japanese up-and-comer—I have a feel¬ 
ing she’s gonna win,” Mitrani says. “You 
could put her in the men’s competitions, 
and she’d hold her ground.” 

2. THE BIG STUFF 

Mitrani is the first to admit that action 
sports can be hard for the less extreme 
among us to follow—terms like touchdown 
and home run are for more familiar to 
the average fan than nightmare flip and 
fakie 720. 

Enter Moto X Quarter Pipe High Air. 
“This one... it’s just who can go the high¬ 
est,” Mitrani says. “And they go so high.” 

“They literally just have a launch quar¬ 
ter pipe, and they just go to the moon,” 
Larrin adds. “If you’ve never seen action 
sports, something like the big air moto 
comp is insane. You’re like... dude, that’s a 
motorcycle, and it’s suspended in the air.” 

And if that kind of high-flying daredev- 
ilry gets your engine running, there’s also 
skateboard big air. Mitchie Brusco will 
likely again attempt a backside 1260— 
that’s four full rotations after rocketing 
up the quarterpipe—something he almost

nailed at the X Games in Shanghai earlier 
this year. 

3. THE BIKE STUFF 

The cool thing about BMX street and 
BMX park is that those courses change 
every year, which means a totally different 
set of tricks that plays to different riders’ 


strengths. You get to see Logan Martin—a 
very technical rider who stuffs as many 
tricks as he can into a run (like, we’re 
talking 50 in a minute). On the other hand, 
there’s the infinitely adaptable Dennis 
Enarson. “Logan can be a computer, just 
logging data in a run—whereas Dennis is 
more like, Tve got a canvas, I’m gonna just 


use this paintbrush and put some color 
here, put some color there.’” 

4. THE ALL-TIME GREATS 

You don’t get to be the highest-paid skate¬ 
boarder in the world for nothing. Nyjah 
Huston has obtained absolute legend status 
since he started competing in 2004, and 
Mitrani calls him the Michael Jordan of 
skateboarding: “The opportunity to watch 
him skateboard an 3 rwhere in the world is 
amazing.” He’ll be goingfor his 11th X Games 
gold in skateboard street this year—to put it 
in terms of Tony Hawk, he just passed his 
record. “Nyjah’s a star to come and see.” 

5. THE ACTION VILLAGE 

Larrin says the absolute number-one thing 
he’d recommend to fans is checking out 
the interactive Action Village—when it 
comes to a tangible experience, you can’t 
beat it. This is an interactive course that 
lets you hop on a vert ramp or bring your 
bike out to shred some dirt. 

“That might be the one catalyst for a kid 
that’s 8 years old who just gets hooked on 
it,” Larrin says. “Seeing the paint on the 
bottom of the course with the X Games 
Minneapolis logo on it, the sticker tape, 
the sound of the wheels on the ramp—all 
those senses get wrapped in this neat 
little package that’ll make that kid want 
to be an athlete.” 03

In its sixth year, Little Mekong Night Market expands

very August, media swarm the 
State Fairgrounds armed with 
cameras and antacids, eager to 
try a menagerie of deep-fried 
and sugar-coated mediocre 
foods. Unbeknownst to many, the true 
highlight of outdoor summer eating comes 
in early July just a few miles away, when 
the Little Mekong Night Market and its 
stellar snacks take over St. Paul. 

For the Little Mekong neighborhood- 
located between Mackubin and Galtier 
streets along University Avenue—this 
is a better State Fair. Here, everyone’s 
talents are showcased among neighbors 
and friends, while relatives catch up and 
summer flings canoodle. 

This year marks the sixth annual Night 
Market—a unique event that’s equal parts 
small business incubator, block party, and 
tasting menu. The Asian Economic Devel¬ 
opment Association of Minnesota (AEDA- 
MN) started the event to boost local sales 
lagging due to Green Line construction. 

As AEDA-MN’s events and project man¬ 
ager Evel 5 m Mouacheupao explains, ‘The 
light rail was being built in our neighbor¬ 
hood and we wanted to build something 
to invite people into the space and keep 
them coming here, so we decided to host 
this event. First it started in the parking 
lot as a pop-up. Now it’s grown to two 
full parking lots, down Western on both 
sides of University Avenue.” 

Inspired by similar open-air markets 
in East and Southeast Asia where shop¬ 
pers leisurely stroll, buy, and snack, the 
St. Paul version is a street festival for the 
community, by the community, with free 
admission since day one. The Night Mar¬ 
ket achieves its block party feel by cater¬ 
ing to all ages. A court of bouncy castles 
provides space for roaming children to 
burn off their sugar buzz, while speakers 
boom local music between staged perfor¬ 
mances by traditional dance companies 
and breakdancing crews. 

F or many like me, the draw of the N ight 
Market is its diversity of delicious snacks 
from food vendors—56 in total this year, 
from local supermarkets and established 
restaurants to food trucks and first-time 
vendors. 

‘We see ourselves as a space for entre¬ 
preneurs where they can start somewhere. 
We follow vendors to the next phase, be 
it food truck, trailer, or brick-and-mortar 
space,” says Mouacheupao. 

Such a mix provides an incredible variety 
for eaters excited to experience new fla¬ 


vors, while also including vendors known 
for cranking out traditional favorites like 
green papaya salad and barbecue meat 
skewers. 

Bummed that the Night Market’s 
delights passed you by? Don’t be. Addi¬ 
tional pop-ups are coming, bringing many 
of these dishes to the public beyond this 
one weekend in July. Keg and Case food 
hall will host the Night Market every Sat¬ 
urday and Sunday in July and August, as 
will Chroma Zone Mural and Art Festival 
from September 7 through 14. Below are 
some of the highlights from the night, to 
whet your appetite until then. 

Iced Coffee at Soul Lao 

Soul Lao imported organic coffee beans 
directly from the Bolaven Plateau in south¬ 
ern Laos for this special batch of iced cof¬ 
fee. The beans lent a smooth, smoky flavor 
that was tempered by thick sweetened 
condensed milk. I sipped mine through a 
naturally biodegradable bamboo straw and 
was thumping until 3:30 a.m. soullao.com 


MTKVFortune barbecue skewers 

The line at MTKV Fortune was already a 
dozen people deep only 20 minutes after 
the market started, so I immediately got 
in line, eyeing the packed charcoal grills. 
I chose boldly: two chicken heart skew¬ 
ers, a baby octopus skewer, and some sai 
krok sausages. Both skewers were doused 
in a hot sauce with lime, chile, and fish 
sauce, and ended up being some of the 
best barbecue items of the festival. The 
hearts were the size of my thumb tip and 
were pleasantly chewy and meaty, while 
the baby octopus offered some tender 
tentacles to munch on. The zippy sauce 
kept the skewers light and offered an acidic 
balance to the rich, meaty flavors. The 
sai krok sausages were stuffed with fer¬ 
mented ground pork, short grain rice, and 
cellophane noodles perfumed with lots 
of ginger. Cabbage leaves and Thai chilis 
were plopped on the side. I sandwiched the 
sausages between the leaves and dipped 
them in the hot, funky drippings from 
the skewers, which mixed well with the 


sausages’ intense ginger flavor, facebook/ 
MTKV-Fortune.com 

Sushi Laab Bowl at Ninja Sushi 

After eatingpork belly-smothered tater tots 
and a cheese-stuffed corn dog, the com¬ 
bination of fresh salmon and tuna chunks 
tossed in spicy-sour laab seasoning Qime 
juice, toasted rice powder, and dried chiles) 
and served over crunchy lettuce in a bowl 
was delightful. Each bite needed to be bal¬ 
anced with gulps of sweet Thai tea, but I 
couldn’t stop myself from digging in for 
more. Despite being filling, the lightness 
provided a perfect antidote to some of the 
market’s other sugary/fatty snack extremes.

Vegan Papaya Salad at Miss Papaya 

On a sweltering night, nothing’s better than 
an extra spicy plate of green papaya salad, 
so hot it makes sweat pulse, curling your 
mouth, and yet so good you couldn’t stop 
eating if someone paid you. Despite being 
one of the market’s culinary mainstays, I 
was surprised to see a vegan variation of 
the salad for sale, so I sidled up to the long 
line at Miss Papaya to give it a go. Green 
papaya salad normally features papaya 
strips, crushed roasted peanuts, chunks 
of tomato, bits of green beans, and Thai 
chiles pounded together, then dressed with 
fermented fish sauce. It’s an intensely labo¬ 
rious process, especially in the summer 
heat. Per custom, each salad is made to 
order with the cook providing customers a 
taste in case they want to tweak the balance 
of spice/acidity/sweetness. Without the 
pungent fish sauce. Miss Papaya’s vegan 
version allows the individual flavors to 
shine—the papaya’s sweetness, the smoky 
roasted nuts, and tart lime—into a new form 
like an intriguing cousin to the original 
dish, facebook.com/misspapaya 

Blackberry basil cotton candy 
at Spinning Wylde 

Most of the beverages I sipped throughout 
the night were very sweet, so by the time 
I got to Spinning Wylde, I was wary of 
even more sugar. Scanning the long list 
of flavors (Tamarind chile lime! Mama’s 
fried banana!), I chose blackberry basil. 
As the sugar silently spun into a white 
puff, then was topped with a cute cocktail 
umbrella, I became absolutely giddy. The 
first bite burst with juicy blackberry and a 
pleasant basil note, and I continued on my 
merry way, strolling through the market, 
pushing gobs of soft candy into my face.

He tried standup a few times when he 
was 20, then moved to L.A. to study 
improv with the Groundlings. “Their 
waiting list can be a year between levels,” 
he says, “so I decided to just get back 
onstage myself and do standup.” These 
days his set is a mix of slice-of-life and 
observation, mostly in stor 5 l;elling form. 
“If you go back to my first album there is 
some storytelling,” he notes. However, 
it’s his podcast, TheHoneyDew, that has 
really helped him develop stories and 
material. “We’ll sit there and say, ‘Are 
you talking about that onstage? You

Tarantino goes through the looking glass in Once Upon a Time... in Hollywood

t seems inevitable, in retrospect, 
that Quentin Tarantino would 
make a movie set in Holl 5 rwood. 
His cinematic hyper-literacy is a 
hallmark of his pop-culture pastiche 
films, which are packed tight with cinema 
references both overt and subtle. 

Tarantino’s encyclopedic knowledge of 
film and TV becomes a living, breathing 
thing in Once Upon a Time... in Hollywood. 
Here Holl 5 rwood history is the subject, 
the setting, the characters, the theme, the 
modus operandi, and the raison d’etre. 
Finally the director for whom movies 
are ever 5 Thing has made a movie where 
movies are everything. 

In Once Upon a Time... fantasy and reality 
melt together as they do for anyone who’s 
fallen asleep too many times with a VHS 
tape playing. The plot traces parallel sto¬ 


ries, one presumably true, one presumably 
fictive. The “real” storyline follows Sharon 
Tate (Margot Robbie) and her friends circa 
1969, an ominous timeframe that puts her 
on a historical collision course with the 
spooky band of hippie cultists led by the 
briefly glimpsed Charles Manson. The 
familiar tragedy of Tate and her coterie 
is interwoven with the “fictional” story 
of her next-door neighbor, Rick Dalton 
(Leonardo DiCaprio), the former star of 
the made-up TV Western Bounty Law. 
Drunk, desperate Rick is in the process 
of washing up while his steely-cool stunt¬ 
man sidekick Cliff (Brad Pitt) tries to help 
him hold it together. 

Bounty Law isn’t a real show, but it 
could be. Later in the film, Rick shoots 
a guest role on an episode of Lancer, 
which seems like a fake Western but is in 
fact real. Timothy Olyphant, who in real 


life played a TV cowboy in Deadwood, 
portrays the real-life James Stacy, and 
here Stacy is playing series lead Johnny 
Lancer. 

The whole movie goes on like this. 
Tarantino splices Rick into actual footage 
from The Great Escape, replacing Steve 
McQueen, to tell a story about how Rick 
almost got the McQueen role. Mean¬ 
while, McQueen himself (played by actor 
Damian Lewis) provides a pivotal bit of 
exposition while he smokes a joint in a 
scene set at the Playboy mansion. Taran¬ 
tino does not, however, splice Robbie into 
the real footage of The Wrecking Crew 
when Tate goes to watch her own movie 
in a theater in one sublime sequence; he 
lets us watch Robbie, his pretend Sharon 
Tate, watch the real one. 

The entire fantasmagoria is a push 
and pull between fantasy and reality.

The ending is a Rorschach test for the 
viewer and a pretty clear statement from 
Tarantino about his preference. 

Some of Tarantino’s audacity has stul¬ 
tified into a series of tics, but damned if 
there aren’t several moments of perfection 
sewn throughout the film. Once Upon 
a Time... in Hollywood rockets through 
two and a half hours without ever once 
seeming in a hurry. It’s Tarantino’s best 
hangout movie in decades; you want to 
just keep spending time with Cliff, Sha¬ 
ron—and even Rick—forever. 

That you cannot is the very tragedy 
Tarantino is quixotically battling against. 
Thank god it’s the movies, so when it’s 
over, you can be kind and rewind. 03

NATURAL SWEETENER 

Davina Sowers swaps Sugar Drops 
for wholesome loving and living

I t’s human nature to want what’s 
bad for us. For Davina Sowers, it 
was drugs and toxic love. She calls 
these substances “sugar drops,” 
and they’re the inspiration behind 
Davina and the Vagabonds’ new bluesy 
jazz album of the same name. 

“We’ve all loved the wrong person,” 
Sowers says. “We all love the wrong 
food sometimes. We all love the wrong 
chemical. There’s something that we’re 


all yearning for.” 

Sowers pays homage to two completely 
different kinds of partner on this album: 
a narcissistic, manipulative ex (“Mr. Big 
Talker”) and her innocent, angelic husband 
(“Magic Kisses”). Other songs examine 
themes like temptation (“Devil Horns”), 
self-care (“Take My Time”), and the rat race 
of the music industry (“Bone Collection”). 

Sugar Drops came with a lot of firsts. 
This is the first time the band has been 


on a label (Red House Records), the 
first time Sowers went out of state to 
record (to Nashville’s Compass Sound 
Studio), the first time she used studio 
musicians rather than her road-tested 
band, and the first time she’s had a pro¬ 
ducer (Garry West). Instrumentally, she 
also added guitar, clarinets, and strings 
to the album to give it texture and a more 
sophisticated sound. “I threw everything 
at this,” she says. 

Sowers grew up in Altoona, Pennsyl¬ 
vania. Her mother was a folk singer who 
played piano and guitar—like mother, 
like daughter. “I’ve been singing into my 
hairbrush for as long as I can remember,” 
she says. As a teen, she was a “handful.” 
“I spent a lot of time being a Pennsyl¬ 
vania punk-rock kid. I was just super 
naughty and sassy and I hung out with 
the wrong kids,” she says. 


Sowers also began experiencing anxi¬ 
ety and depression. She self-medicated 
with a “hefty drug habit” that lasted 
a decade and led to heroin addiction, 
homelessness, and jail time. “I spent 
years wanting to get clean. It’s not fun 
being a heroin addict. It’s a horrible 
existence,” she says. She isn’t sure what 
gave her the strength to get clean, but 
she did. 

Around 18 years ago. Sowers came 
to Minnesota, and in 2004, she started 
Davina and the Vagabonds. The tattooed, 
retro-styled beauty quickly established 
herself as a vocal powerhouse with a 
modern take on the Great American 
Songbook. The band has since performed 
in almost every U.S. state and in venues 
all over the world, including an appear¬ 
ance on the BBC’s Later... With Jools 
Holland. 
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Though her career is soaring, mental 
illness persists. “It’s every day for me, 
dealing with me. It’s exhausting some¬ 
times,” Sowers says. “Sometimes I just 
can’t do shit and I just lay there and cry.” 
Music helps her stay on the right path, 
as do Totino’s Pizza Rolls, journaling, 
meditation, baths, and bike rides. 

Sowers believes there’s strength in 
songwriting, but performing such personal 
and confessional songs night after night 
can take its toll. “I try to do my best to 
take a minute to freak out if I need to,” 
she says. “I definitely choose nights to do 
really emotional stuff, when I’m feeling 
it, because I think that’s a form of self- 
care, too. If something’s too heavy for 
me to sing and I’m in a good mood, I’m 
not going to go up there and sing it. And 
sometimes I just want to throw down.” 

Sowers met her husband, trumpeter 
Zack Lozier, through the Minneapolis 
music scene. His nonjudgmental attitude, 
unconditional acceptance, and the way 
he makes her laugh are just a few of the 
reasons she knew he was “the one.” “We 
allow each other to be ourselves,” she 
says. “I love him. He’s hip. We’re best 
friends.” They’ve been together for seven 
years, married for two.

Lozier wrote the string arrangements 
for “Mr. Big Talker” and was in the 
studio during the recording of Sugar 
Drops. “He was a huge help for me with 
this album. He was the glue who held 
this album together—for me, with me,” 
Sowers says. He’s also her road manager, 
so the couple tours together—a good 
thing, since last year the band was on 
the road for nine months. When she 
is home. Sowers is a self-described 
recluse, her way of decompressing 
from the hyper-social nature of van 
rides, sound checks, call times, and 
interviews while on tour. 

Sowers is busy, no doubt, but “busy 
isn’t everything,” she says. While she has 
personal dreams—a greenhouse among 
them—professionally, she comes up blank 
when asked about band goals. 

“I’d love to sit in first class sometime,” 
she says with a laugh. “Maybe I should 
dream bigger.” 

Or maybe not. A caring partner, a sus¬ 
tainable career, and clean living seem 
like accomplishments enough. “Tm really 
lucky to be alive,” she says. “Tm not a 
huge big thinker. Tm just putting one 
foot in front of the other one. My goal 
is always to make music that I love.” 03
